On a future occasion we shall give extensive 
extracts from the pamphlet sent from the Kd- 
calion Office, as il will gitc the public mure 
fully to understand (he duties of both local 
Superintendents and Trustees,— and perhaps 
lead to the more efficient storking of some of 
our District Schools,
